Tur Executive Committee of “The Bread and Beef House,” 
have held nine meetings during the past year, and herewith pre- 
sent the reports of the several committees, showing the work 
accomplished : 

The impossibility of securing any co-operation on the part of 
the churches and charitable societies in our ward in-carrying out 
the aim of the House as a Ward association, and the difficulty in 
raising the necessary funds, as well as the apparent impossibility 
of filling the places of the ladies who have so long contributed to 
the successful working of the organization, but who now feel con- 
strained to relinquish the duties consequent upon its continuance, 
have decided the Cummittee to submit the resolution, passed at a 
meeting held Monday Evening, October 14th, as follows: 

“On motion, Resolyed, That the Executive Committee of 
“The Bread and Beef House ” recommend the dissolution of the 
Organization at the Annual Meeting to be held Monday Evening, 
Nov. 4th, 1878.” 

A retrospect of the work accomplished during the past year, 
with the small amount of funds available, will serve to show with. 
what reluctance those most deeply interested, have decided upon 
such a recommendation. 

Fifteen hundred families have been assisted. 

Official and volunteer visits’of investigation have been made in 
every case where help has been given. 

Four thousand one hundred and thirteen sick have received 


attention from our Dispensary Physicians. 
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Seven hundred and fifteen garments have been made and dis- 
tributed by Mrs. Lydig’s Sewing Class. 

One hundred and fifty -nine articles of clothing have been 
given out by the Clothing Committee. 

Nine children and one woman have been sent to Nursery and 
Child’s Hospital. 

Thirteen persons have been sent to different Hospitals. 

One woman to Lunatic Asylum. 

A large number of permanent situations have been procured 
for young girls, and work by the day obtained for many women 
and men. 

All this at an outlay of $1,207 98. 

Funds to the amount of $120 have been contributed for special 
objects, through Mrs. Ethan Allen. 

The Committee feel that it must not be that the work shall cease, 
and hope that it will be continued, as far as practical, by the dif- 
ferent societies connected with the Anthon Memorial Church.

GENTLEMEN AND LaDIEs: 

The accompanying table gives the attendance at this Dispen- 
sary for the year 1878. This shows an increase of about one- 
fourth over that of 1877. The work done this year has been 
similar to that-accomplished other years. and presents nothing of 
special interest for notice. 

The Dispensary bas now completed its third year, and our 
experience justifies us in stating as a fact that many persons fully 
able to pay a fee for the services of a physician, avail them- 
selves of this opportunity to obtain the same gratuitously. To 
correct this abuse effectually without the joint effort of other 
Dispensaries would hardly be possible; but, we recommend as an 
improvement on the free system, the plan of charging each patient 
a moderate sum, hereby saving the self-respect of the patient and 
obtaining an income sufficient to pay the running expenses of the 
Dispensary. An account of the ‘“ Provident Dispensaries 2 Ol 
London, furnished us by the Rector of the Anthon Memorial 
Church, suggested this change, and a trial of the plan made by us 
this summer proves ‘its practicability. 

We gratefully acknowledge the services of Misses Dealing, 
Fessenden, and Smith, who have given us several hours each 


week during the winter months. 
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To the Ladies of the “‘ Diet Kitchen,’ who have so generously 
furnished nourishment to our patients, we take this opportunity of 
returning our hearty thanks for their valuable co-operation.
